Tri-State Professor Working On Rush County History 


Professor A t Work 


(Lair* Ursina 


Tri state University professor Donald Zimmer scans the pages of the 
Rushville Republican from the 1920‘s as he and several lo* al volunteers 
busily compile data for a history of Rush County. Dr. Zimmer will give a 
(alk Thursday night about the Rush County history project. 


How does a rural community 
like Rush County respond to the 
modernization of America? 
This is just one of the questions 
Dr Donald Zimmer of Tri-State 
University is trying to answer, as 
lie and several local residents 
begin compiling a history of Rush 
County which will take a close look 
at the’years from 1920 to 1976 


Dr. Zimmer, who specialized in 
local Indiana history when doing 
work for his Ph. D. at Indiana 
University, said that the history of 
Rush County 
will break 
new 
ground in the study of local 
history. He stated that, "no one 
has written a professional, ob­ 
jective history of any county in the 
U.S. 
to my knowledge ’’ The 
traditional county histories which 
were written at the end of the 
nineteenth 
century 
and 
early 
twentieth centure, usually focused 
on the biographies of the people 
who lived there 


This history stated Dr Zimmer, 
“will touch on economics, politics, 
as well as cultural and social 
activities ” The research for the 
mstory nas just started and Dr. 
Zimmer noted it will be a con­ 
certed effort with he and other 


local people working through the 
summer to do the research for the 
book. 


The research work itself is vast, 
and Dr Zimmer stated that since 
it is a history of Rush County, he 
would like to see more people 
becoming active in the research 
project. He revealed that, “a 
person doesn’t have to devote a 
great deal of time, and can do the 
work as time and interest per­ 
mits." He also noted that a person 
interested in helping with the 
research could do work in an area 
that is especially interesting to 
him 


Dr Zimmer also said that he 
anticipated 
that 
the 
research 
currently being conducted woqld 
yield an abundance of information 
about Rush County. 
Although he did not know what 
would happen to the research date 
after the research work is com 
pleted, he stated that he hoped 
that 
the 
material 
would 
be 
organized into an archival center 
for other scholars and people 
interested in Indiana history. 
The Tri-State professor will be 
speaking Thursday, starting at 
7:30 pm 
at the Wolfe House 
located at 7 th St. and Perkins 


concerning the updating of the 
Rush County history. 
In outlining the history project, 
Zimmer said that the year 1920 
was picked as a starting date for 
the history 
because 
the 
U S 
census of that year showed that 
half of the population had become 
urbanized by that date. 


He revealed that newspapers of 
that date discussed the fact that 
farm areas were losing many 
young people to the cities as the 
industrialization of the U.S. grew 
He also stated that he expected 
that the history would look into the 
impact of innovations, such as the 
automobile and the movies, on 
people in Rush County and Rush 
Ville. 


Although the research group 
expects to use newspapers of the 
past fifty-six years, Zimmer also 
noted that they would also be using 
records of city council meetings, 
diaries and tapes from the Rush 
County Oral History Project to aid 
in the project. 
Zimmer said that the idea for 
the project came from the Rush 
County Historical Society and the 
Rush 
County 
Bicentennial 
Committee 
While the Bicentennial focused a 


lot of attention on local history In 
many 
communities, 
Zimmer 
noted that the renewed interest in 
local history is actually part of a 
movement which has been going 
on since the 1950’s. 


He added that since the 1950’s, 
historians in general have been 
interested in doing more research 
at "the grassroots level.’* 


Much of the research which will 
be going into the history will 
regard the agricultural aspect of 
life in Rush County according to 
Zimmer In addition to assessing 
the size and number of farms in 
the 1920’s, Zimmer said that he is 
Crticularly interested in seeing 
w the Depression affected the 
farmers here as well. One question 
which he will try to answer will 
deal 
with 
the 
affect 
of 
the 
depression in the big cities as 
opposed to rural areas . 


Politically, Zimmer said that 
the history will also look into the 
reasons for the county being such 
a strong Republican bastion He 
also said that research will discuss 
two 
prominate politicians who 
made 
Rushville 
their 
homes, 
Wendell Willkie and U. S. Senator 
James Watson

the Huerta government lo year* ago, and any 
Mexican adminstration yielding to preaaure to 
rename it will go the same way 
Under the term* of the treaty signed by the United 
State* arid Mexico (oat fall, but yet to be ratified by 
the Senate, both government* can. with the consent of 
the convict* concerned, send a* many prisoner* back 
to their own countries a* they wish Once returned to 
their native land they will continue to serve out their 
Mexican or American sentence* or. if the authorities 
choose, be paroled 
The difficulty is. assuming the court* approve, the 
treaty would allow our government to jail Americans 
who had broken no American law and had been 
convicted by no American court Even if you can 
swallow the imprisonment of our own cithren* without 
due process, what happen* when we have the next 
wave of political hysteria? Will temporarily un 
fashionable Americans traveling abroad get thrown 
in lait on a fram eup instigated by the American 
counsel so that the victim can be shipped back to the 
United States, here to serve an indeterminate ten 
fence for the crime of unpopular opinions'’ 
With far less publicity, we have alto signed a 
similar agreement with Canada In this caae it isn't 


alleged 
that 
American 
prisoners 
are

mistreated in Canadian jails or that the standard of 
living in them is too low for our criminal classes The 
reason for the Canadian treaty is simply the belief 
that the chance* of the moral or behavioral 
rehabilitation of the lawbreaker are greater in his 
own country, or so argue the advocate*, of modem 
penology The data to support such contentions I* less 
than scanty so there is less reason to ratify the 
Canadian treaty with IU dangerous precedent of

Perhaps the murkest way to see what's wrong with 
repeal mg the Hatch Act - which prohibits moat 
partisan political activity by federal civil servant* — 
is to examine who ta backing the idea 
First, it's moat interesting to note that one group 
NOT backing repeal la the federal civil service- the 
people alleged to be suffering because of the 
prohibitions Polls consistently show that federal 
workers regard the Hatch Act as a form of protection 
from partisan coercion, rather than as a threat to 
their political freedom 
The strongest supporter of repeal, on the other 
hand, are found rn the leadership of the increasingly 
powerful public employe unions, along with their 
camp follower* in Congress 
When the union* and their political allies are 
strongly campaigning for something, it's a safe bet 
that they expect to gain from the outcome Now. how 
do you feel about the public employe unions using 
civil servants (and the federal payroll! to advance 
their own political schemes? 
Those advocating repeal have larded the repeal 
legislation with "safeguards" to prevent political 
pressure on career government workers But these 
safeguards would not be as effective as the stronger 
prohibitions of the Hatch Act itself, and even the Act 
can be circumvented, as it was during the Nixon 
Administration lf there is a need, it may be for a 
stronger Hatch Act, not a weaker substitute

distressingly bipartisan The Hatch Act followed 
revelations of political pressures on the federal 
service during the administration of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt It extraded the application of numerous 
reforms enacted rn response to the excesses of the old 
"spoils system" in the latter part of the last century 
The major prohibitions in the Hatch Act are as 
follows 
Soliciting campaign funds from fellow 
workers, using federal office for political purposes, 
taking an active 
part 
rn 
partisan campaign 
management, and running for office on a partisan 
ticket 
It should be noted that federal employes failing 
under the Hatch Act retain the right to vote, to ex 
press political opinions, to make political con 
tributions, to engage in non partisan political ac­ 
tivity, and to participate in partisan activity at the 
local level in areas in which a majority of the 
residents are federal employes 
Now what are some of the abuses that could slip 
under the "safeguards" of the repeal legislation? 
I Follow the leader. An ambitious career employe 
can pick up subtle signals from the boss without the 
boss having to spell things out in * illegal) detail The 
same goes for the employe’s union. 
2. Use of the considerable influence of a high 
position in the bureaucracy to benefit the sup 
porters—or harm the enemies of a particular group 
or political party. 
3. Discriminatory and biased enforcement of the 
law against political enemies (Or failure to enforce it 
against political allies) 
As Representative Elizabeth Holtzman (D N Y.) 
said in opposition to the repeal bill (now H R IO): 
“...if there is one lesson we should have learned 
from Watergate, it is that we must strive to reduce, 
rather than increase, political influence in the federal 
law enforcement and investigative agencies.” 
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Lunch Program Is Political Gravy Train 


Nearly one hundred years have passed since the 
lath of William Marcy Tweed 
"Boss Tweed" of 
New York municipal infamy But bu soul (or at least 
hi:, methodology goes m.u i hug 
lf Tweed was looking up through the political fire 
and brimstone of Hades on May 18, he must have 
smiled knowingly when the House (rf Representatives 
in Washington, deliberating an extension of the 
"National School Lunch and Child Nutrition Act of 
1868.” rejected a Republican amendment that would 
have raised political havoc with Federally-subsidized 
summer lunch programs for school children Boodle 
it boodle, after all - even when it comes in children’s 
milk cartons 
The amendment in question, offered by Minnesota 
Congressman Albert Quie, would have limited the 
Federal outlay to the cost of feeding the actual 
number of poor children resident in the area served 
Its purpose - to prohibit the current reimbursement of 
local entrepreneurs providing dubious meals for non 
existent kiddies 
And the principal locale of such ghostly gour 
mandizing? Boss Tweed’s own ever-loving (and ever 
imitating) New York City With only some 5 per cent 
of the nation’s poverty-level school age children, the 
City accounted tor about one third of the total U. S. 
summer feeding program participants (real or 
nominal) in 1976 Reform Democratic Representative 
Elizabeth Holtzman, after paying a surprise visit last 
year to several feeding sites in her Brooklyn 
Congressional district, reported "massive waste, 


large-scale violations of Federal law and regulations, 
inedible food being served, and, in sum, the worst 
bureaucratic mess I have ever encountered 
Ms 
Holtzman also touched on the program ’s numerical 
fantasy: "There are nearly 12 million meals being 
served every day There are only 1.1 million public 
school children in New York. So something, at least 
on the face of things, seem seriously wrong." Only 
"something”? 
Alas, the same reticence also characterised the 
May 18 Congressional debate None (rf the House 
members inveighing against the summer lunch 
program abuses chose to point out the very important 
political beneficiaries of the funny business in 
question. It seems, however, that some of New York’s 
neighborhood Democratic machines have given up 
providing free turkey* for needy immigrant families 
in favor of collecting public money for providing 
ghost lunches to ghost children Surely that is worth a 
speech or two? 
Doubters (and those well-meaning Republicans 
who produced a mere half-debate on May 18) are 
referred to a brand new book by Jack Newfield and 
Paul A DuBrul entitled "The Abuse of Power The 
Permanent Government and the Fall of New York." 
In it, the two men describe the "plantation baron" 
system by which the Democratic county machines 
rely on key minority leaders * Ramon Velez in South 
Bronx and Samuel Wright in Brownsville, Brooklyn -

As for Brooklyn ghetto boss Sam Wright, in addition 
to pulling strings for a local community development 
corporation, he controls (per Newfield and DuBrul) 
"five day-care centers (including one named after 
himself); an adult home, soon to open, and three 
summer lunch contracts for 49.000 lunches a day, 
worth $750,000 " So much for the Great Society in 
action. 


Small wonder, then that the Democratic majority 
in the House of Representatives, led by a solid 
phalanx of New Yorkers, banded together to block 
Albert Quie’s amendment slapping local population 
limits on reimbursement for ghost lunches The 
Honorable William Marcy Tweed himself could 
hardly have come up with a better political gravy 
train than meals for needy children.

The penal reform movement has spread out to 
embrace American prisoners in Mexican and other 
foreign jails Some of the same people who defend and 
praise Chicanos on UU* side of the border are 
positively slashing in their descriptions of Chicano 
jailors, lawyers, policemen and Judges on the other 
•ide of the Rio Grande Corrupt, sadist, brutal are but 
a few of the terms applied to the personnel ad­ 
ministering Mexican justice 
Approximately three fourths of the 800 Americana 
in Mexican lockups are there for drug related 
charges The accusations against perhaps 200 of them 
consist of holding very small amounts of marijuana 
If they had been stopped by the police for the same 
thing in Oregon or California or Maine, the most that 
would have happened to them would have been a 
small change fine, but as sera from the bar* of a 
Texas jail cell. where they still decapitate you if they 
find a joint in your pocket, the Mexican treatment 
doesn't look as bad 
Thus, despite the clamor for human rights for 
gringos in Mexican jails, the issue is murky with 
M bqndty. For example, one of the reasons those 
Americans are in the hoosegow is that the United 
.States has been on the back of the Republic of Mexico 


to get tough with dope lawbreakers We've supplied 
the authorities there with crook-catching equipment 
like helicopters, little thinking that in stirring up the 
zeal for law enforcement we might also precipitate 
the arrest of some of our own bone headed youth 


Some of the Americans in trouble down there are 
decidedly un nice customers who make the world a 
safer place by rotting in Jalisco penitentiary instead 
of walking free in the street* of Laredo However, a 
considerable number of our nationals are innocent 
nudniks who didn t believe the thousands of radio and 
television commercials warning them that arrest. 
trial and jai! in many foreign countries tacks 
primitive amenities like the Bill of Rights 
Nobody in the world can clatter like a middle-class 
American when thrown into the slammer We saw 
that IO years ago when the cops made a briefly 
serious pass at arresting whitecollar types for 
smoking hemp. Hence the lament over awful prison 
conditions in Mexico la to be experted, but it's hard to

The prayer room, which has 
stained glass windows, biblical 
statues and a rosary, has been 
one of the popular attractions 
at Wince’s club "People from 
all around come to look at my 
prayer room.
